N.  C.  We  were  entertained  to  the  highest  and  we  enjoyed  ourselves  immensely.  With  Robert  Anderson 
as  our  president,  we  feel  that  we  have  climbed  successfully  to  the  last  step  of  the  ladder.  We  love 
this  year  best  of  all  because  it  means  so  much  to  us  all. 

Farewell,  dear  Logan,  we  will  never  forget  you  and  your  guardianship.  We  will  try  with  all  our 
ability  to  represent  you  well  wherever  we  go;  and  we  will  never  forget  that  “Nothing  succeeds  like
